Feels That Something Must Be 
Done to Compel the Ger­

PARIS, Nov. 28.—Although the

for direct action for the collection 
of the German indemnity, there is 
a growing feeling that the French 
government will soon be in u posi­ 
tion where it will be forced to take 
indt pendent measures against G er­ 
ms rfy. 
This impression is biased on the 
uncertainty as to whether the pro­ 
posed inter-allled financial confer­ 
ence at Brussels will actually take 
place; and Che still greater uncer­ 
tainty over the prospects of agree­ 
ment if the meeting is called.

Tins is a defensive form ation against the forward pass that was ; 
tried out with success at H arvard. 
It is to be used when a forw ard pass is anticipated from the close 
attack. 
The formation m ay be easily taken from the normal distribution «u 
having the fullback drop back to a distance of about nine yards, and 
the two wing backs drop back to the same distance. 
This affords excellent protection in the dangerous deep passing 
zones 
Little defensive strength against the running attack is sacri­ 
ficed, for the three backs are still In a good position to back up the line. 
The work of the defensive center against the passing game is 
important. 
When the c en ter smells a pass from the closq attack, lie 
should leave the line and go to the spot where he figures the ball is 
going to be throwu. 
He should leave the line after the opposing quar­ 
terback has called the signal for the play. 
Considerable latitude 
should be given the roving center tor the exercise of his skill in diag­ 
nosing plays 
The team on defense m ust be trained to keep constantly figuring 
what the opposing q u arterback is going to call. 
Especially must the 
defensive back be trained in keeping constantly in mind the “ Down 
and Distance.” 
F or instance: if it is third down and eight to go in the 


i middle of the field the chances are very good for a pass. The backs and 
j center should therefore drop back looking for a pass. 
A sm art defense 
is a thinking defense. 
One of the best ways to defend against the pas* is for the defensive 
linemen to charge through and rush the passer. 
A hurried pass is 
usually a poor attem pt. 
This is particularly effective against a pass 
from the close formation. 
One m an in the backfield, or the center, must be traiued to call sig­ 
nals for the various defensive positions to be assumed 
He should be 
given special training in field position work and “sizing up” probable 
plays to be called under certain conditions. 
How ever a good backfield will develop to the point where they will 
assum e the proper form ation for defense without guidance.
